south end of said Lot Ko. 1 of Johnson's ttiver Addition to said city of

Austin.

The defendant, W. E. Dozier, in all other respects than as herein

modified is to comply with the provisions of eaid judgment ae rendered and

entered herein and the same is in all other respects than as herelnabove

modified to remain In full force and effect.
